I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

The  Birth  Rate,  as  in  previous  years,  was  slightly  higher  than 
that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Death  Rate  was  very  much  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  or  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  much  lower  than  the  national  average. 

The  three  vital  statistics  which  indicate  an  exceptionally 
satisfactory  state  of  public  health  are,  of  course,  influenced  favourably 
by  the  high  proportion  of  healthy  young  married  service  personnel  in  the 
District. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease,  which  was  of  a  mild  nature, 
was  generally  low. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded  me  in 
compiling  the  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

My  thanks  are  also  offered  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
year. 

As  Dr.  Morgan  resigned  during  the  year  I  have  prepared  this  Report 
on  his  behalf.

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  of  Main  supplies  were  obtained  from  a  dwelling 
within  a  new  estate,  a  subsequent  sample  'was  proved  satisfactory  and  no 
further  investigation  was  necessary. 


The  Annual  Report  for  1967  mentioned  the  milk  production  unit  at  which  un¬ 
satisfactory  samples  of  water  supply  from  a  private  source  had  been  discovered. 

A  further  series  of  sampling  was  continued  into  1 968  when  eventually  a 
chlorination  plant  was  installed  to  treat  the  water  and  provide  a  wholesome 
supply. 

In  another  case,  doubts  were  raised  by  the  U.3.A.P.  Authorities  concerning  the 
private  water  supply  to  a  small  group  of  dwellings  occupied  by  their  personnel. 

An  unsatisfactory  supply  wras  discovered  and  until  remedial  works  can  be  carried 
out  a  daily  supply  of  drinking  ’.Tat er  is  delivered  to  the  seven  dwellings  concerned. 
This  matter  is  being  kept  under  review. 

All  other  unsatisfactory  water  samples  of  private  supplies  were  subsequently 
found  to  be  satisfactory  following  minor  remedial  work . 
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Note  The  minue  sign  in  column  10  indicates  the  number  of  houses  rath  voter  supply 
which  xrere  demolished.  (30  houses) 
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The  Villages  and.  number  of  houses  in  each  Parish  x>rovided  with  j)iped  water 
supply  is  indicated  on  the  Table  on  Page  7,  but  does  not  include  the  houses 
on  the  R.A.F.  Stations  at  MLlderihall  and  Lakenheath. 

Svdmming  Baths.  There  are  five  svdmming  baths  in  the  District  at  the  present  . 
time,  for  the  use  exclusively  of  the  pupils  of  Moulton,  Eri  swell,  IUldenhall 
and  Tuddenham  Junior  Schools  and  Breckland  Secondary  School,  Brandon.  The 
water  in  the  swimming  batlis  is  i^eriodically  tested  by  the  County  Council. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Conversion  of  Pail  Closets  to  Tf.C.'s  during  1963 
numbered  17  of  which  11  were  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  Standard  or 
Discretionary  Grants,  and  sis:  were  given  the  grant  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

The  Council  do  not  now  operate  a  pail  closet  clearance  service  in  any  part 
of  the  District.  Parishes  which  formerly  received  the  service  now  have  a 
public  sewerage  scheme. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  3,763  houses,  which  is  35/-  of  the  total  of  6855 
inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  are  connected  to  modem  sewerage  works, 
of  which  359  were  connected  during  1968.  There  are,  of  course,  many  more 
houses  in  the  District  each  with  their  01m,  private,  separate  satisfactory 
drainage.  Prom  this  it  follows  that  about  another  43/ j  of  the  houses  in 
the  District  are  thus  drained  into  septic  tanks,  and  2/  have  no  proper 
drainage  facilities . 

The  drainage  of  the  330  new  houses  provided  in  1968  was  dealt  with  as 
follows: - 

(a)  Connected  to  modern  sewerage  plants  279  (35/) 

(b)  Connected  to  seY>tic  tanks  51  (15/) 

There  are  nor;  15  sewerage  disposal  works  in  operation,  some  being  maintained 
privately,  as  shorn  by  the  statistic  table  on  Page  9 • 

The  Council  lave  a  programme  for  providing  sewerage  schemes  to  other  villages 
and  the  present  situation  is  as  follows 

Dalham.  This  scheme,  designed  by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  was 
completed  and  brought  into  service  during  the  year. 

Vest  Row-.  This  scheme,  designed  by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  and  constructional  work  was  commenced. 

Barton  Hills  and  ..'orlington.  Schemes  for  both  of  these  Villages  were 
prepared  by  Messrs.  John  Ilaiste  and  Partners,  Consulting  Engineers,  and 
constructional  works  were  commenced  during  the  year. 

Mildenhall .  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  Messrs.  John  Ilaiste  and  Partners 
for  the  extension  to  the  s ewage  disposal  works  and  was  out  to  tender  at  the 

end  of  the  year. 

Red  Lodge  and  Freckenhanu  Separate  schemes  for  these  Villages  have  been 
prepared  by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  were  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  their  approval. 

Future  Sewerage  Schemes.  Subject  to  Ministry  policy  and  approval  the 
sewerage  schemes  for  the  Villages  of  Herring  swell ,  Cavenham,  Holywell  Roy//

Cesspool  Clearance .  The  Council's  t wo  cesspool  enp tiers ,  which  are 
controlled  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department,  are  fully 
employed  within  the  District. 

During  the  year  1 ,682  clearances  were  made,  of  which  829  were  given 
free  of  charge  under  the  Council's  Scheme. 

There  are  still  approximately  2,900  dwellings  in  the  District  with 
cesspool  drainage  but  with  the  inception  of  main  sewerage  schemes 
this  number  is  being  reduced  annually. 

Rivers  and  St. reams.  This  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams  call 
for  no  special  comment.  The  River  Authority  take  regular  samples 
of  sewage  effluent  which  discharges  into  the  rivers  and  if  the 
samples  do  not  comply  with  the  required  standard,  action  is  taken 
by  the  Local  Authority  to  adjust  the  condition  of  the  effluent 
discharge  to  satisfy  the  River  Authority's  requirements. 
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Public  Conveniences.  The  Public  Conveniences  provided  at  I.Iildenhall  in 
195"!  are  suitable  and  adequate  at  the  present  time.  A  scheme,  prepared 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  the  reconstruction  and  refitting  of  the 
Public  Conveniences  at  Brandon  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  tenders  w/ere  invited  for  the  work. 

A  Public  Convenience  is  to  be  provided  at  Lakenheath  but  aw/aits  a  suitable 
site. 

Public  Cleansing .  The  refuse  collection  system,  which  is  operated  by  the 
Engineer  and.  Surveyor’s  Department,  is  continually  being  extended  to  serve 
new  developments.  There  are  now  two  refuse  collection  vehicles  fully 
employed  and  one  vehicle  part  time.  All  the  vehicles  are  of  the  Hydraulic 
ram  packing  type. 

Although  the  greater  part  of  the  inhabited  areas  receive  a  weekly  refuse 
collection,  there  are  a  number  of  smaller  villages  and  outlying  areas 
which  have  a  fortnightly  collection. 

Disused  pits  are  utilised  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse,  they  are  becoming 
difficult  to  find  and  acquire.  Some  improvements  have  been  made  to  the 
controlled  tipping  facilities  at  the  principal  pits  situated  at  Lakenheath, 
Dalham  and  Herring  swell  in  order  to  make  better  use  of  these  pits. 

The  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  19&7  “where  applicable,  have  been 
instituted. 

Any  question  of  further  improvement  to  the  service  in  general  will  be  considered 
at  the  annual  estimates  when  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  submits  his  report. 

Salvage.  Salvage  materials  collected  by  the  refuse  vehicle  staff  was  as 
follows : -  Haste  paper  105  tons.  Scrap  Iron  and  Metals  15  tons.  Hag2  9  tons. 

A  total  value  of  .o6A5  Os.  Od. 

Clean  Air  Act.  Three  cases  of  contraventions  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  were 
dealt  with  informally,  the  firms  concerned  complied  with  the  notifications. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  ITo  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  occurred  in  the 
District  during  1968. 

Hat  Destruction.  One  Rodent  Operator,  Hr.  G.  Rudderham,  is  employed  by  the 
Council.  The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  him  can  be  assessed  from  the 
copy  of  the  twelve  month  report  which  is  on  Page  12.  The  main  poisons  used 
were  Harfarin  and  Zinc  Phosphide .  Treatment  at  dwelling  houses  is  provided 
without  charge,  whilst  a  charge  of  10s.  Od.  per  hour  is  made  at  business 
premises  and  12s.  6d.  per  hour  at  agricultural  premises,  except  for  eight 
agricultural  premises  which  are  contracted  for  by  the  Council  on  a  yearly 
basis . 

The  Rodent  Operator  is  required  to  carry  out  the  ext  emanation  of  moles  and 
wasp  nests  as  an  additional  service,  for  which  charges  are  made.  During  the 
year  he  dealt  with  twenty  one  complaints  concerning  moles  and  five  wasp  nests. 
Hasps  were  not  very  active  this  year  and  there  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  requests  for  this  service. 

His  duties  also  include  the  rieriodical  spraying  of  the  Council's  refuse  pits 
during  the  summer  months  to  restrict  flies  and  other  insects. 

Licensed  Premises.  ‘Pith  very  few r  isolated  exceptions,  every  licensed  house 
is  provided  with  a  washing  sink  with  hot  and  cold  'water  supply  adjacent  to 
the  public  rooms.  Host  of  the  houses  have  been  provided  with  :,Central 
Service"  counters  which  have  the  advantage  of  making  the  cleaning  facilities 
readily  available  for  all  sections. 

The  Rag.  Plock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951.  The  premises  in  the 
District,  which  carry  out  upholstery  w/ork,  repairs,  remaking  and  re-condition- 
ing  of  articles  are  exempted  from  registration  winder  Section  l(2)(a)  of  the 
Act. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1 963 .  Tv/enty  seven  premises  were 
inspected  during  the  year  under  the  Act.  Fifty  seven  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year  including  re-visits.  All  of  the  registered  premises  have 
received  an  initial  general  inspection.  There  are  no  outstanding  matters 
and  no  prosecutions  were  instituted. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act.  There  are  57  licensed  sites 
for  caravans,  on  which  some  i+47  caravans  are  authorised.  One  main  site  of 
70  caravans  is  closing  down  because  the  land  is  required  for  Industrial 
Development,  and  there  are  now  10  main  sites  licensed  to  contain  between 
12  and  101  caravans.  The  remaining  sites  are  occupied  by  1  to  3  caravans. 

The  Site  Licences  for  caravan  sites  in  excess  of  three  caravans  are  conditional 
on  the  owners  complying  with  the  Lib  del  Standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government . 

Radioactive  Substances  Act,  I960.  This  Act  places  a  duty  on  a  Local  Authority 
to  accept  and  deal  with  radioactive  wastes  sent  to  their  refuse  tips,  in 
accordance  with  an  authorisation,  and  Local  Authorities  are  asked  to  co-operate 
where  this  is  the  method  of  disposal.  Local  Authorities  are  sent  copies  of 
registration  and  authorisation  certificates. 

One  such  notification  is  on  hand  but  this  Local  Authority  is  unlikely  to 
become  involved  in  the  discharge  of  waste  matter.
